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Genius Hour is a new movement in education that allows 
students to explore their own passions and encourages 
creativity in the classroom. It was developed from practices 
in Google, where employees were allowed to spend 20% of 
their time to work on any pet project that they want. The 
idea is very simple. Allow people to work on something that 
interests them, and productivity will go up. Google's policy 
has worked so well that it has been said that 5096 of Google's 
projects have been created during this creative time period. 
Ever heard of Gmail or Google News? These projects are 
creations that blossomed from their Genius Hour projects. 
The same Genius Hour principles apply in the classroom 
as they do in the corporate environment. At the start of the 
year, students were challenged to explore something that 
they wanted to learn about. Working with their advisor, 
who oversaw their own advisees, students worked on their 
passion projects, spending several weeks researching the 
topic before they then shared their project with the advisor 
group. Throughout the process the advisor facilitated the 
student projects to ensure that they were on task but otherwise 
offered no answers or solutions to problems. Throughout 
the whole process creativity is encouraged. At the end of 
the process, the very best projects were then selected to be 
presented to Mr. Welsh and Mrs. Milne. The projects were 
very varied indeed and included a diverse range from how 
different colours can affect human emotions, a project on 
how to build a whitewater kayak from everyday materials, 
a study of diet and nutrition as impacted by a person's blood 
type, an artificial neural network that solved problems (and 
could win a computer game) without external assistance 
from a human (AI technology), gender equality in sport and 
the development of a new school uniform. Two projects 
were based on modern social media networks, with a new 
Shawnigan App, as well as a new social media system to 
help co-ordinate charitable and service opportunities being 
proposed. A number of projects focussed on the ongoing 
battle against cancer, new robotic prosetics, as well as ghosts 
and the supernatural. Whilst students sometimes found it 
hard to develop their own line of thinking, research and data 
collection, it was an excellent learning experience for the 
students, as well as their advisors who oversaw the process. 
Creativity is sometimes difficult to force or timetable, but 
the Genius Hour project has been a wonderful introduction 
into making our students think outside the box and let their

Observatory... 


After many months of setup, the observatory became 
fully operational in November 2015. The facility houses 
two telescopes that are used for eyepiece viewing and 
astrophotography. The science department has entertained 
and awed many visitors throughout the year. Here were many 
highlights, but three of them really stick out. Our teachers 
entertained about 400 students and guest during the evening 
of the lunar eclipse (blood moon) on September 27, 2015. Our 
student hosts and guest from Azabu, Tokyo, spent a memorable

and the Subaru star cluster. The boys from Azabu were thrilled 
with their experience. On November 11, 2015, our Takahashi 
telescope saw first light. Our first image was of the Andromeda 
Galaxy (our closest neighboring galaxy), and it was such a 
thrill to feel the success of this challenging project through the 
capture of that image.
